7. OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


This small house has a three-bay facade with the entry on the right 
underneath a later peaked hood. The entry has molded pilasters and a 
lintel with paneled corner blocks; the entry door is later, and has 

one large light over panels. Windows have plain board surrounds and 
are fitted with old 12-over-12 sash. There is a small triangular 
attic light and a partial return of the molded cornice. On the right 
is a one-story framed-in porch. A barn at the rear of the property 
has a Victorian frieze with applied half-spindles in place of brackets.
